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h. Personnel 
The number of emmloyees, including construction workers, is estimated 


to total about 3,500 to 1,000 persons. They work in "two rhythm shifts": 
the largest shift of about 2,500 worked from Q800 to 1700 hovrs with a 
pause for lunch; the smaller shifts ran from 0600 to 1400 hours, 100 to 
2200 hours, and 2200 te 0600 hours. Ps worted only on the main shift | 
which, however, was not confined to construction, The forced laborers 
worked separately. 

5, Power 


The factory is building its'orn power plant. Meenrhile, electricity is 
drawn from the '‘insk power supply. 


6. Rew Vaterial 


“tnterial. for the lattice-masts (ancle fron — Wintsleisen) arrives at the .- 
ant already cut to specifications, Other. angle iron, flat iron. end 

round iron arrive mostly in o-wecter-Llong pleces. Two-centimeter-thick ateel 

plates measuring about 1 x 2 m and 1.5 x 3m and other iron plates of vari- 
ous sizes with a thickness of 1 to 2 em are also brought into the plant. 
Crushed coal (Préckelize) arrives two to three times a week in four--axled 
railroad cars. 


7. Airfield 


Located directly east of the tractor works, the field covers a 2.5 x3 
kilometer area, There are no buildings or lodgings at the field with the 
exceptions of the leadinz ramp (B). and a small, sincle-storied airport

Ammroximately tvelve FO-2 type planes as ~ 1] as a new training plane, a 
low-winged monoplane, reminiscent of the Klern 3l, with airfoils at an 
obtuse angle to the fuselage, no retractable landing gear, tail unit rounded 
off. Also observed were a.faster type plane (Yak III ?), used for tar -et~ 
tow practice, and two cargo or troop carrying sliders. 


There are occasional nicht flights and landings of the usual type of two~ 
motored transport planes (presumably from other fields). Flight training 

is almust uninterrupted throughout the year. Cnly ‘urine the heaviest snow 
thaw is the field unused. Civilians are -iven six<veek flicht training 

courses. Alout 30 to 35 men in ecivilfan clotaes aro brought from Minsk daily in 
trucks, Six to eight planes at the most are in the air simultaneously. 


Power Plant of the Tractor .orks (zB) 


The power plant is located in a wooded area south of the airfield, about 

200 m north of the railroad spur which leads to the auto works. The latter 
plnnt is about 2.5 kilometers east cf the tractor plant. About 50 m south 

of the airfield an east-west street leads to one of the work settlements 
{about 1.5 km long) which straddles the railroad spur This settlenent beings 
opposite the power plant and consists of several large, whitewashed, nulti- 
fanily bwildings. They are built around a 40 x 20 m court between the street 
and the railroad line. 


The red brick power plant without chimney_is about 30 m high, 10 m wide, The 

building is approaching completion, and the 25x1 
ronerators and turbines were being installed. about 6 or & of them 25X41 
which were anproximately 1.50 m bigh and others of various sizes stored at the 

ylant.
